Some Are Coming Home 


The American public Is g etting one shock after 
another as Operation Big Switch continues. The Reds 
hav e been m istreating prisoners. They apparently held 
out on us during the April ex chang e, retaining some 
sick and w’ounded prisoners whose cha nces for recov ­ 
ery would hav e been much belter then. It beg ins to 
look as if they will continue to hold some of our 
prisoners a fter they say they hav e returned them all. 
Shocking as the news is, few Americans ca n hav e 
ex pected a ny thing better. The Reds had consistently 
refused to let the Interna tiona l Red Cross enter to 
check on their treatm ent of prisoners 
Ev ery na tion 
tha t foug ht RuSv Sia in World War n is conv inced by 
the ev idence tha t the Sov iet Union kept back prisoners 
a fter officia lly announcing tha t all had been returned, 
presumably to use them as slav e labor or to return 
them underg round, after indoctrination, as Red a g ents. 
Ev en Red Cross Inspection, as we know, ha s not 
prev ented g rass m istreatm ent of prisoners In the pa st, 
thoug h it*has lessened such abuses. Any na tion reject­ 
ing Inspection is In effect telling the world tha t its 
trea tm ent of prisoners cannot be ex posed to the lig ht 
of day , so w’e knew in g eneral what to ex pect. Nev er­ 
theless the im pact of the concrete details is shocking . 
We’ll g et some of our prisoners back who are still 
aliv e, at any rate, and tha t is a g reat deal. None of 
these men. judg ing by accounts we hav e seen so far, 
is denouncing the truce that set him free 
They are 
g lad to be g oing home ag ain, and America is g lad 
for them. 
But the justified ang er of Americans ov er wha t is 
now’ being rev ealed will ha ng heav y ov er the coming 
political conference on Korea. 
At tha t conference, 
efforts will be made to trade concessions for conces­ 
sions. But the news now coming from Panm unjom Is 
bound to harden American opposition to making more 
concessions. 


Speed Need Not Kill 


Two big fa cts sta nd out in a new report by the 
New J ersey Turnpike Authority . Both are implicit in 
the sta tem ent tha t despite v ast booming of tra ffic, 
the a ccident rate is small compared to the rate for 
other hig hway s in the sa m e sta te. 
Fact No. 1; 
Av erag e daily tra ffic on the turnpike 
is now a t the lev el predicted for 19 71. 
More tha n 
2,000,000 v ehicles used the road in J une of this y ear. 
Fact No. 2: 
As one of the sa fest hig hw a y s in the 
country , the turnpike is fa r sa fer tha n it was a y ear 
ag o. 
A y ear a g o the accident rate was 91 per 100.000.000 
mile.s trav eled. Tha t was g ood compared to the ra te 
of 38 0 for the sta te—but not so g ood considering the 
fine eng ineering tha t went into the turnpike, which 
ha s no g rade crossing s, steep hills or sharp curv es. 
Speeding abov e the 6 0-mlle lim it and carelessness 
such as following the car ahead too closely were 
common. 
It seem ed as if turnpikes were acquiring a black 
ey e. A wreck inv olv ing v ehicle.s trav eling a t hig h speed 
is not a pretty sig ht. So the Turnpike Authority and 
the New J ersey police g ot tog ether on better enforce­ 
ment. The speed limit remained uncha ng ed. 
Using radar, the police cracked down on driv ers 
barreling along at 60-plus— and on reckles.s driv ing of 
all sorts. On an ex press track like the J ersey Turnpike 
a car loa fing along at 25 is alm ost as g reat a m ena ce 
as the speeder. 
Result: 
The a ccident rate dropped from 91 to 60 
in a y ear. Approx imately 13 times as m any arrests 
were made during the first ha lf of this y ear as during 
the first ha lf of la st y ear! 
Now the proof seem s to be conclusiv e. Ex pre.^ 
hig hway s, adequately policed, are much sa fer tha n 
American hig hway s g enerally . And because toll roads 
hav e hug e rev enues It should be easy for them to hav e 
all the police serv ice they wish. 


Consumer Credit 


At a time when the political em pha sis is on free­ 
dom from controls in the economy , the cha irm a n of 
the Federal Reserv e Board, William McChesney Mar­ 
tin, intim a tes he thinks the board oug ht to be ready 
to call for power to control con.sumer credit ag ain. 
He can dream, can t he'’ 
Martin is worried about the g reat ex pansion of 
Installment credit. It ha s g rown from $8 7 a family 
in 19 46 to $305 now. But in 19 46 consumer g oods were 
scarce, or the fig ure undoubtedly would ha v e been 
larg er in tha t y ear. 
Since 19 40 the priv ate and corporate debt ha s more 
tha n doubled. But th a t’s not as bad as It sounds, 
because the U. S economy has been g rowing fa.ster 
tha n the public and priv ate debt combined Total debt 
ha s risen 19 5 per cent since 19 40. The na tiona l income 
m ea nwhile .showed a 257 per cent rise 
But, as alway s, there are a few dang er .« Ig nals. 
How much long er will the cold war economy continue? 
The productiv e m achine looked g ood In 19 29 . too. 
There wa sn’t any war economy afoot. But the boom 
did collap.se 
Priv ate and public debt was at an a ll- 
time hig h then. too. 
For the indiv idual, thi.; 1; a g ood tim e 'a s w ha t 
time Isn't? ! to remain liquid financia lly . It Is prefer­ 
able tp hav e money in tead of owing it. But ev ery 
busine.ss boom in the wcirld’: h l tory was sparkplug g ed 
by debt—people borrowing to ex pand and buy .

The American public is getting one shock atter 
another as Operation Big Switch continues. The Reds 
have been mistreating prisoners. They apparently held 
out on us during the April exchange, retaining some 
sick and wounded prisoners whose chances for recov­ 
ery would have been much better then. It begins to 
look as if they will continue to hold some of our 
prisoners after they say they have returned them all. 


Shocking as the news is, few Americans can have 
expected anything better. The Reds had consistently 
refused to let the International Red Cross enter to 
check on their treatment of prisoners 
Every nation 
that fought Russia in World War n is convinced by 
the evidence that the Soviet Union kept back prisoners 
after officially announcing that all had been returned, 
presumably to use them as slave labor or to return 
them underground, after indoctrination, as Red agents. 


Even Red Cross inspection, as we know, has not 
prevented gross mistreatment of prisoners in the past, 
though lt*has lessened such abuses. Any nation reject­ 
ing inspection is in effect telling the world that its 
treatm ent of prisoners cannot be exposed to the light 
of day, so we knew in general what to expect. Never­ 
theless the impact of the concrete details is shocking. 


We’ll get some of our prisoners back who are still 
alive, at any rate, and that is a great deal. None of 
these men, judging by accounts we have seen so far, 
is denouncing the truce that set him free 
They are 
glad to be going home again, and America is glad 
for them. 
But the justified anger of .Americans over what is 
now being revealed will hang heavy over the coming 
political conference on Korea 
At that conference, 
efforts will be made to trade concessions for conces­ 
sions. But the new< now coming from Panmunjom is 
bound to harden American opposition to making more 
concessions. 


Speed Need Not Kill 


Two big facts stand out in a new report by the 
New Jersey Turnpike Authority. Both are Implicit in 
the statem ent that despite vast booming of traffic, 
the accident rate is small compared to the rate for 
other highways in the same state. 


Tact No. I: 
Average daily traffic on the turnpike 
If now at the level predicted for 1971. More than 
2,000,000 vehicles used the road in June of this year. 
Tact No. 2 
As one of the safest highways in the 
country, the turnpike is far safer than it was a year 
ago. 
A year ago the accident rate was 91 per 100.000.000 
miles traveled. That was good compared to the rate 
of 380 for the state—but not so good considering the 
fine engineering that went into the turnpike, which 
has no grade crossings, steep hills or sharp curves. 
Speeding above the 60-mile lim it and carelessness 
such as following the car ahead too closely were 
common. 
It seemed as if turnpikes were acquiring a black 
eye. A wreck involving vehicles traveling at high speed 
is not a pretty sight. So the Turnpike Authority and 
the New Jersey police got together on better enforce­ 
ment. The speed limit remained unchanged. 
Using radar, the police cracked down on drivers 
barreling along at 60-plus— and on reckless driving of 
all sorts. On an express track like the Jersey Turnpike 
a car loafing along at 25 is almost as great a m enace 
as the speeder. 
Result: 
The accident rate dropped from 91 to 60 
in a year. Approximately 13 tim es as many arrests 
were made during the first half of this year as during 
the first half of last year! 
Now the proof seem s to be conclusive. Express 
highways, adequately policed, are much safer than 
American highways generally. And because toll roads 
have huge revenues it should be easy for them to have 
all the police service they wish. 


Consumer Credit 


At a time when the political em phasis Is on free­ 
dom from controls in the economy, the chairman of 
the Federal Reserve Board, William McChesney Mar­ 
tin. intim ates he thinks the board ought to be ready 
to call for power to control consumer credit again. 
He can dream, can ’t h e0 
Martin is worried about the great expansion of 
Installment credit. It haj grown from $87 a family 
in 1946 to $305 now. But in 1946 consumer goods were 
scarce, or the figure undoubtedly would have been 
larger in that year. 
Since 1946 the private and corporate debt has more 
than doubled. 
But th a t’s not as bad as it sounds, 
because the U. S. economy has been growing faster 
than the public and private debt combined Total debt 
has risen 195 per cent since 1940. The national income 
meanwhile showed a 257 per cent rise. 
But, as always, there are a few danger signals. 
How much longer will the cold war economy continue? 
The productive m achine looked good in 1929, too. 
There w-asn’t any war economy afoot. But the boom 
did collapse. Private and public debt was at an all- 
time high then, too. 
For the individual, thus Is a good time <as what 
time Isn't?) to remain liquid financially. It Is prefer­ 
able tp have money instead of owing it. But every 
business boom in the world's history was sparkplugged 
by debt—people borrowing to expand and buy. 
In 
that respect the present situation is not unusual.

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Eliminate Halitosis 


So m a n y individuals worry about 
their breath that gargles and other 
halitosis remedies remain popular 
sellers in 
a n y drug store. Some 
users have such a complex along 
this line they are positive their 
breath is offensive even though 
there is no basis for this belief. 
Bad breath may be a serious 
handicap, especially when it de­ 
velops in one who works in clo>e 
contact with the public such as the 
hairdresser, barber, dentist, and 
physician. 
For these 
individuals 
it could make the difference be­ 
tween success and failure in their 
professions. But the members of 
this group recognize their respon­ 
sibility along this line and are 
careful 
to preserve 
a 
pleasant 
breath at all costs. The majority 
avoid foods such as onions and 
garlic as well as certain medica­ 
tions 
that 
produce 
foul 
odors. 
They also know’ the penalty for 
smoking too much, and excesses 
in alcohol are out of the question. 
Minor 
digressions 
usually 
are 
nullified by the use of chewing 
gum 
or 
mints. 
The 
value 
of 
chlorophyll in this respect still ii 
so controversial I hesitate to say 
anything about it. 
A good breath starts with clean 
teeth. Food particles stagnate be­ 
tween molars and incisors and at 
the gum margins unless they are 
eliminated by brushing after each 
meal. Faulty dentistry and cavities 
also contribute and when pyorrhea 
coexists a more marked odor ap­ 
pears 
because 
inflammation 
is 
present. The pockets that form 
along the gum margins contain 
pus and unless this condition is 
treated 
considerable 
destruction 
of 
tissue 
takes 
place. 
Trench 
mouth is another offender: it is 
caused by invasion of the oral tis­ 
sues 
by 
microscopic, 
worm-like 
fusospirochetal 
organisms. 
The 
antibiotics are excellent remedies 
and there is no reason for the in­ 
fection to continue. 
Because the air we breathe cir­ 
culates through the sinuses and in 
and out of the nose, many breath 
odors are traceable to disorders 
in this area. Secretions from the 
infected tissues are basically at 
fault and a large number of vic­ 
tims are aware of a discharge at 
the back of the throat or complain 
of having had catarrh for years. 
Treatment not only will improve 
fetid 
breath but will eliminate 
post-nasal drip and the source of 
infection. Disorders of the lungs 
also lead to halitosis but as a rule 
the individual is bothered more by 
cough, weakness, and shortness of 
breath than by the breath odor. 
Some of the worst examples are 
found 
in 
those 
suffering 
from 
digestive and liver disorders. In 
such instances the foul gases pro­ 
duced in the intestinal tract are 
absorbed into the blood, excreted 
into the air in the lungs, and later 
breathed out. Anxiety, grief, and 
excitement also affect the breath 
but the mechanism is not known. 
Halitosis 
often 
is 
associated 
with coated tongue and the causes 
of the two conditions are related. 
But the chief origin of furred ton­ 
gue is mouth dryness resulting 
from 
sleeping 
with 
the 
mouth 
open or drinking too little fluid. 
Smoking and drinking milk at bed 
time also are common causes. 
When disturbances of the nose, 
throat, or teeth play a role, treat­ 
ment of these structures is indi­ 
cated.

Acheson Discounts Malenkov's Ability To Lead Russian People; Says Malenkov's 


Softness Prompted German Revolt; Urges U.S. Take Advantage Of Soviet Unrest 


WASHINGTON — It was kept 
strictly off the record, but ex- 
Secretary of State Achcson recent­ 
ly gave Democratic senators his 
private analysis of what is going 
on inside the Kremlin. 
Meeting with the senators pri­ 
vately, he dismissed Premier Mal­ 
enkov as ambitious but not a “ real 
leader" of Russia. His bold coup 
against Secret Police Chief Bena 
has “ temporarily" put him in com­ 
plete control, Acheson said, “ but 
the “ best mind" in the politburo is 
the old Bolshevik, Foreign Minister 
Molotov. 
Acheson described Bcria’s “ big­ 
gest mistake" as creating a deputy 
“ who became ambitious and work­ 
ed closely with Malenkov." The 
result was that Malenkov “ made 
medicine” with B ena’s deputy and, 
together, they captured the much- 
feared 
secret 
police 
chief 
and 
threw him into his own prison to 
face the same trumped-up charges 
he had brought against others. 
“ This was a bold stroke on the 
part of Malenkov," observed Ache­ 
son. “ He realized he was taking a 
great chance, for, had he failed, it 
would have been his neck instead 
of Berta’s." 


Of *he Kremlin survivors. Molo­ 
tov “ is by all means the most 
capable, and has the best mind," 
Acheson added. 
Malenkov, 
though now in the 
driver’s seat, “ is not thought of as 
a real leader." In shifting power 
from one dictator to another, Ache­ 
son po nied out, any loosening of 
the iron grip is seized upon as a 
•sign of weakness. 
Malenkov’s .Mistake 
“ Malenkov's great mistake, so 
far as losing power and prestige for 
the Kremlin, was made when he 
started to soften immediately after 
Stalin's death," Acheson explained. 
“ He sent Vishinskv back to the 
United Nations smiling instead of 
scowling, and over in Berlin the 
Communists proceeded to soften 
up on the tough type of administra­ 
tion Stalin had always used.

Tempo of tran.satlantic aircraft operations are 
reflected in the setting of new .speed and distance 
records every few days.

what the top leaders rn the Soviet 
are thinking and saying to them­ 
selves about the Western world. 
Hence it is significant that the 
Soviet dictator should be boast­ 
ing that “one of the decisive ad­ 
vantages" of the Communist bloc 
in the world situation today “ and 
its basic difference from the im­ 
perialist camp lies in the fact that 
it is not rent by internal contradic­ 
tions and strife." 
The Soviet leaders have only to 
read the American press dispatch­ 
es from around the world in these 
critical times to get a good deal 
of comfort out of the dissension 
among the governments of the so­ 
called “ free world." 
Just last Saturday, for example, 
the United Press sent a bulletin 
over its wires at 4:30 p. rn. declar­ 
ing that the 
16 United Nations 
members which had fought the 
Communist aggression 
in Korea 
“ warned the Reds that they prob­ 
ably would have to carry the war 
into China itself if the Commu­ 
nists break the armistice.” 


Lindon Deflates It 


This sounded like tough language 
and an evidence of Allied unity — 
something that might be calculated 
to make the Reds think twice about 
violating the armistice and to give 
Red China in particular a cause for 
concern. 
But exactly two hours later, over 
the same United Press wires, came 
a dispatch from London telling the 
Reds, in effect, not to worry about 
that United Nations warning. Here 
is how the London dispatch began: 
“ A 
Foreign 
Office 
spokesman 
said tonight that, in Britain’s opin­ 
ion, the United Nations threat to 
carry the war to the enemy if the 
Korean truce is violated doesn’t 
imply any advance commitments 
to any precise course of action." 
Whatever spirit of resoluteness 
there was in the Allied warning 
from United Nations headquarters 
in New York was thus deflated 
promptly. The London Foreign Of­ 
fice went on to say: 
“ When the text o/ the declaration 
(the 16-member warning) was un­ 
der discussion, Her Majesty’s Gov­ 
ernment was careful to make it 
clear that, in their view, decisions 
which might have grave consequen­ 
ces should be taken only at the 
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time and in full knowledge of the 
circumstances." 
Did anybody think for a moment 
that Her Majesty’s Government 
would ever make any decisions 
without “ full knowledge of the cir­ 
cumstances" existing at the time 
a grave decision was being made? 
Then what was the purpose of the 
palpable effort to play down and 
minimize the solemn warning is­ 
sued at New York in behalf of th# 
16 nations which had been doing 
the fighting in Korea? 
If this were the first time the 
Foreign Office in London contra­ 
dicted a firm warning issued in its 
behalf 
somewhere 
else 
in 
the 
world, it would be understandable. 
But the British Foreign Office evi­ 
dently doesn't hesitate to throw 
down even the statements made by 
Prime Minister Churchill when he 
isn t in London—as happened when 
he assured the American Congress 
of Britain’s intent to stand with 
her allies in the event that aggres­ 
sion were renewed in the Far East. 
Strange British Gam e 
It is inexplicable why, in the mid­ 
st of delicate situations, the British 
Foreign Office should always inter­ 
ject itself in a way that must nec­ 
essarily weaken the hand of the 
Allies as against the Communists 
and, in effect, tell the Communists 
not to pay any attention to strong 
words that may be issued—that 
they really don’t mean what they 
seem to mean. 
Another example of bungling is 
to be noted in a dispatch from Lon­ 
don on Monday of this week an­ 
nouncing that “ Britain has formal­ 
ly put the U, S. on notice” that she 
will press for Red China’s admis­ 
sion to the United Nations if the 
Korean peace conference is a suc­ 
cess. 
Then an outline is given of what 
the British would consider a “ suc­ 
cess"—namely, a pledge by the 
Communists for “ free elections" 
in Korea after a three-to-five-year 
"neutralization" period 
This is a strange way to start 
out a negotiation—by telegraphing 
the enemy that the attitude of a 
principal ally, the United States, in 
opposing Red China’s admission to 
the U. N. is really the facts of in­ 
ternational life as Congress sees 
it. Congress is on record as being 
ready to withdraw from the U. N. 
when Red China goes in.

all the way down through the sub­ 
ordinates." he said. "This led the 
people to feel that perhaps now was 
the time to make a demonstration 
for greater privileges and free­ 
doms. Whether Malenkov will now 
start an entirely opposite tack and 
attempt to recapture power by go­ 
ing back to the old Stalin strict, 
hard-boiled dictator methods is a 
question nobody can answer." 
With the Politburo tearing at the 
seams from internal trouble, the 
ex-secretary of State urged: “ Now 
is the time we should go ahead 
with all our plans and programs 
with greater speed than at any 
time since Korea started. We ail 
know 
Russia 
started her 
great 
arm ament 
build-up 
immediately 
after World War II just a s we pro­ 
ceeded with our great armament 
tear-down. The result was that 
when 
the Korean 
War started, 
Russia was three years ahead of 
us and up until now’, has been gain­ 
ing on us. 
“ We now have an opportunity to 
lessen the gap. As the Korean War 
progressed, we have had to divert 
to that area nearly all of the equip­ 
ment that we have been able to 
produce. We have been building 
planes faster than we are losing 
them, but we are not building 
planes faster than Russia. 
Europe Is Better 
“ By ‘full speed ahead.* I do not 
mean alone." Acheson hastened to 
add. “ And I do not mean to limit 
to preparation for war. By ‘full 
speed ahead,’ I mean we should 
do everything we possibly can, put­ 
ting even 
greater emphasis 
on 
helping our allies. We have made 
more 
progress 
toward 
getting 
NATO organized and Western Eu­ 
rope united than anyone could pos­ 
sibly have dreamed a few years 
ago. 
“ Down deep in the stream is a 
steady, strong undercurrent work­ 
ing toward a friendly, cooperative 
sisterhood of states in Europe." 
Acheson declared. “ On the surface, 
yes, there are discouraging situa­ 
tions. The last election in Italy was 
not good. On the surface, the sit­ 
uation in France is not good. In 
England, 
responsible 
people 
in 
government continue to yap at the 
United States. 
“ And I have found throughout 
the world there is jealousy on the 
part of other nations with reference 
to the United States and we are 
referred to as rich Americans. But 
I also found every place I have 
been an attitude that the other 
democracies of the world are glad 
to have a rich uncle as a friend. 
“ With Russia, we hope, falling 
apart, now is the time for the 
United States to make hay. and 
make it in a big way while we have 
the opportunity of harvesting an 
enormous crop." Acheson conclud­ 
ed. “ Stalin’s death may be the 
forerunner of the establishment of 
peace in the world. It might be the 
event that eventually will bring the 
world to its senses.

The Dollar 


Money is an unpleasant subject 
for conversation, as every husband 
knows. In these days of depreciat­ 
ed currency, it is particularly hard 
to explain to a wife or to children 
that if prices are high, it is im­ 
possible to buy as much for the 
same amount of money as could be 
done when tho dollar was worth 
more. 
Simple truths sometimes 
are most difficult to deal with be­ 
cause they run counter to pressing 
desires. 
H has become popular among 
certain of our citizens to make a 
distinction 
between 
money 
and 
human values, they forgetting all 
the time that nearly all human 
benefits have to be supported by 
money. 
For instance, it is correct 
to say that every citizen should 
have access to hospitalization, but 
hospitals must have the money to 
operate, 
whether 
that 
money 
comes from federal, state or muni­ 
cipal funds, that is. from the tax­ 
payer. or from private charity. 
When the currency is depreciated, 
it costs more to operate these in­ 
stitutions. 
Senator Kerr of Oklahoma has 
his own ideas on the subject. 
I 
recently read a broadcast he made 
on “ Facts Forum." in response to 
the question 
“ Are the fiscal poli­ 
cies of the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion good for our economy?" 
Senator Kerr replied that th# 
fiscal policies of the Eisenhower 
administration 
are 
bad 
because 
they are designed to restore the 
\alue of the dollar. 
He puts it 
this way: 


“ The 
Republicans 
have 
al­ 
way* put the premium on the 
dollar. 
The Democrats have 
always put the premium on the 
value of labor, on the value of 
the products of the soil, on the 
value of the products of the 
mines. 
The only wav you 
can make the value of the dol­ 
lar 
greater 
is 
to 
make 
the 
value 
of 
these 
other 
things 
less.'* 


The senator misses the point. In 
this connection. I should like to 
cite an experience that I had with 
money. 
Back in August 1917, I 
was in Petrograd and when I saw 
that the value of the ruble was 
going down. I hedged against in­ 
flation. 
I amassed a quantity of 
paper rubies, the nominal value of 
which was $1,500,000, the actual 
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value, after the Bolshevik Revolu­ 
tion. was anything you could get— 
perhaps 
$5,000 
or 
$6,000. 
Who 
knows? 
Exchange was forbidden. 
When I reached lUrbin in March 
1918, and needed some cash to 
send a cable to my parents in New 
York, notifying them that I wag 
alive, my vast accumulation of 
rubles was worth $11. After I sent 
the cable. I was flat broke. 
When the currency of a country 
depreciates, the wages of labor, 
the return to the farmer for his 
produce, the payment to the store­ 
keeper for his wares, become fic­ 
titious. 
Men live by barter. 
In 
those days, I owned one Hershey 
chocolate 
bar, 
which 
cost 
one 
nickel. 
I shaved off thin slices 
with a safety razor and no one rn 
this country, who has not lived 
through such a jvnod, can imagine 
what value a thin slice of chocolate 
can have when money has lost its 
value. 
American 
soldiers 
in 
Europe during World War II had 
the same type of experience with 
cigarets. 
It is of the utmost importance to 
keep currency stabilized. 
Senator 
Kerr believes that last year the 
American dollar was reasonably 
stabilized. 
Its value then, in pur­ 
chasing power, was 53 cents.

While they cannot 
amend the 
rules laid down by the Geology De­ 
partm ent, the commissioners can 
reject any part of them. 


One of the more controversial 
issues

I proposed was that only one well 
would be permitted in a unit of 300 
acres except in the Accident area 
where 
each

acres. This the commissioners re­ 
jected as too confining.

Accept Permit Regulation

After West led the Q of hi* 
partner’* hearts, South tried to 
rtnd a way to take the nine tricks 
which seemed in view -three in 
club*, three in spades, two in dia­ 
monds and the one in h e a r t s 
which East let him have when he 
played the 7. If you attempt to 
figure It out, you will see that the 
blocking singleton toppers in the 
two minor suits made it impoa* 
sible to run those nine tricks. 
The declarer in this case, how­ 
ever, was a resourceful fellow, 
Phil Garland, of Tacoma, Wash­ 
ington, who before going back to 
his home town spent several years 
in the city of Wa.shington.

East also scored the heart A, J 
and 3, the last of which squeezed 
West. Mr. Garland had kept the 
spade a-Q and diamond K-J-9. 
and in dummy the spade K-8-6 
and club 8-7. On the last heart 
he tossed a diamond and dis­ 
carded a club from dummy East 
had left the spade 10 and dia­ 
mond Q-10-7, and West the spade 
J-9-5-4 and club J. If West threw 
his club, any return 
by East 
w'ould give South Uie rest of the 
tricks: so West shed a spade.

After West led the Q of his 
partner s hearts, South tried to 
find a way to take the nine tricks 
which seemed in view—three in 
clubs, three in spades, two in dia­ 
monds and the one in h e a r t s 
which East let him have when he 
played the 7.

City Budget 
Talks Will 
Begin Today 


Debt Service Costs 
M a y Drop One Cent 


Thfi Mayor and Council will meet 
today at 1:30 p. m. in City Hall to 
bejg in working on the annual bud­ 
g et. 
The decisions made today and 
at succeeding meeting s prior to the 
setting of the levy on Aug ust 24. 
will affect the tax rate for the fis­ 
cal vear 1953-54. 
Finance Commissioner William 
V. Keeg an and City Auditor .Arthur 
B. Gibson have been bus> for the 
past two days reviewing the re­ 
q uests submitted by the city de­ 
partm ents. 
All 
budg et 
req uests 
have been turned in except for the 
Health Departm ent and Constitu­ 
tion Park. 
Neither 
Keeg an 
nor 
Gibson 
would divulg e the total of the re­ 
q uests but informed sources said 
the budg et bids add up to more 
than the $1,322.730 levy which was 
passed last year. 


Surplus Is Less 


Known extras include a drop of 
about $22,000 in the surplus w^hich 
will be on hand. The city had a 
surplus of $83.000 to beg in the 1952- 
53 fiscal year but only $66,852 was 
left over on June 30. This means 
that about three cents will have to 
be levied to make up the difference 
if the budg et rem ains the sam e 
as last year. 
And a new fire eng ine for South 
Cumberland Fire Company, which 
will be delivered soon, will cost 
about $15.354 and must be provided 
in the budg et. The item represents 
about two cents on the tax rate. 
Next year's city election w’lll cost 
about $15,000. about two cents on 
the rate.
